On  motion,  Resolved,  That  in  lieu  of  the  present  charges 
on  passengers,  five  cents  per  mile  will  be  charged  for  all 
distances  on  the  Rail  Road  exceeding  ten  miles,  provided 
that  the  President  be  authorized  to  allow  the  issue  of  tickets  from 
any  station  on  the  road  with  privilege  of  returning  at  any  time  with- 
in four  days,  (including  the  day  on  which  the  ticket  is  issued  at 
such  advance — not  less  than  one  fifth — -in  the  price  of  the  single 
ticket,  as  he  may  deem  advisable. 

Resolved,  That  no  through  ticket  in  connection  with  any  other 
company  or  companies  be  allowed  or  received  on  this  rail  road  from 
or  to  Weldon,  cr  any  point  south  or  west  of  it,  except  so  far  as  a 
corresponding  ticket  is  issued  on  the  upper  route  via.  Petersburgh 
and  Richmond;  Provided,  also,  that  such  ticket  shall  be  between 
Baltimore  or  points  north  of  it  ana  Weldon,  and  points  south  or 
west  of  it,  and  provided,  furthermore,  that  such  tickets  snail  be  is- 
sued at  precisely  the  same  charge  on  this  route  as  for  correspond- 
ing tickets  on  the  upper  route. 

Resolved,  That  the  employment  of  all  soliciting  agents  on  the 
part  of  this  company  or  of  bajjofage  agents,  except  on  its  own  line, 
or  the  payment  of  any  expenses  for  the  same,  or  for  any  through 
advertisements,  cards  or  handbills  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  ex- 
pressly prohibited,  provided,  however,  that  this  company  may  pay 
its  fair  quota  of  such  charges  in  connection  with  companies  of  the 
upper  route  as  may  be  incurred  in  New  York  and  Philadelphia,  or 
at  Charleston  and  Augusta  to  advertise  both  the  inland  routes  and 
to  prevent  the  division  of  travel  on  the  outside  steamers. 

Resolved  That  no  free  tickets  be  issued  or  received  on  this  route 
to  persons  residing  in  Baltimore  or  points  north  of  it  or  Weldon 
or  Gaston,  or  points  south  or  west  of  them,  except  on  conference 
and  agreement  with  the  Presidents  of  the  companies  on  the  upper 
routes  as  to  the  cases  in  which  such  tickets  may  be  issued. 

Resolved,  That  the  local  charges  of  this  company  be  required  in 
all  cases,  on  all  travel  and  freight  going  over  this  road,  and  that  on 
all  freights  conveyed  by  the  mail  train  not  less  than  twice  the 
charge   nade  on  freights  by  the  freight  train  be  required. 

On  motion — ,  The  chairman  appointed  S.  M.  Wil- 
son, W.  H  Smith  and  P.  V.  Daniel,  jr.,  a  committee  with  the  Pres- 
ident to  prepare  Bye-Laws  for  the  company,  and  report  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  stockholders. 

On    motion — Resolved,     That    the    President    and    Directors 


of    this    company    be     and  they    are     hereby     instructed     not  to 
agree  to  transport  the  great  northern  and  southern  mail.

PRESIDENTS  REPORT. 

To  the  Stockholders  of  the 

Seaboard  and  Roanoke  Railroad  Company  : 
Since  your  last  annual  meeting,  the  Rail  Road  extending  from 
Weldon  to  Gaston  has  been  completed.  The  commissioners  ap- 
pointed to  superintend  its  construction,  have  submitted  their  ac- 
counts to  the  Directors  of  the  Raleigh  &  Gaston  Company  which 
have  been  examined,  approved,  and  the  road  accepted  by  their. 
Company,  ata  cost  of  $175,000.  In  the  construction  of  the  branch 
road  there  was  expended  by  the  Seaboard  and  Roanoke  Railroad 
Company  $62,500,  by  the  city  of  Norfolk  25,000,  by  the  State  of 
North  Carolina  $87,500,  and  for  which  stock  at  par  value  in  the 
Raleigh  and  Gaston  company  has  been  issued  to  the  respective 
parties.  This  connecting  link  makes  a  continuous  line  of  rail  way 
from  the  port  of  Norfolk  to  the  city  of  Raleigh,  and  the  increased 
receipts  arising  from  its  construction  will  show   the    importance  of 


the  work.  The  road  connecting  the  Seaboard  and  Raleigh  road 
bointT  completed,  application  was  made  to  the  Board  of  Public 
works  far  a  deed  of  release  and  a  surrender  of  the  bonds  given  by 
the  Trustees  of  Portsmouth  for  the  purchase  of  the  old  road.  In 
accordance  with  the  provision  of  an  act  of  the  Legislature  passed 
March  17,  1848,  and  re-enacted  March  IS,  1852,  the  application 
was  granted  and  the  company  stands  relleived  from  all  obligations 
for  the  purchase  of  the  road  and  appertenances  from  the  Board  of 
public  works  and  the  Trustees  of  Portsmouth. 

By  a  resolution  of  the  Stockholders,  adopted  at  their  last  an- 
nual meeting  directing  the  President  and  Treasurer  to  execute  bonds 
convertible  into  stock  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  $200,000,  and 
to  jrive  a  mortgage  on  the  property  of  the  company  for  the  payment 
of  the  same,  bonds  to  that  amount  were  prepared  and  place  in 
the  hands  of  Moncure  Robinson,  Esq..  to  be  disposed  of  by  him,  as 
decided  by  the  Stockholder*.  These  bonds  were  sold  and  proper- 
ly accounted  for.  It  being  the  opinion  of  the  board  of  directors, 
that  the  first  mortgage  bonds  which  had  been  received  in  part  pay- 
ment of  those  issued  under  the  resolution  of  the  24th  February, 
1853,  could  not  be  re-issued,  the  Stockholders  at  a  subsequent 
meeting  directed  those  bonds  to  be  cancelled  and  the  issuing  of 
$100,000  of  third  mortgage  bonds,  which  bonds  were  accordingly 
prepared  and  negotiated. 

Of  the  convertible  bonds  authorised  to  be  issued  $225,000  have 
been  exchanged  for  preferred  stock,  and  there  are  now  outstanding 
$37.5,000  in  bonds  bearing  seven  per  cent  interest,  $75,000  of 
which  can  be  exchanged  for  preferred  Stock  of  the  company. 

The  capital  stock  of  the  company  paid  is  now  $644,000. 

The  outstanding  bonds  amount  to  $375,000,  and  the  floating  debt 
to  91,164  18. 

The  receipts  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  the  31st  of  January  have 
been  as  follows  : 

From  passengers,  $64,547  22 

From  Fieight,  64,817  47 

Transportation  of  Mail,  8,000  00 

Making  an  aggregate  of  $137,364  69 

And  the  current  expenses  for  same  period  have  been  $79,88995 
The  Treasurer's  gtsteroents  herewith  submitted  will  exhibit  a  de- 
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tailed  account  of  receipts    frosn  all  sources,    and  the    expenditures 
wnder  appropriate  heads. 

The  comparative  statement  will  show  the  earnings  of  the  road  for 
the  last  two  fiscal  years  ending  on  the  first  of  the  present  month 
and  the  statement  will  shew  the  necessary  annual  expense  for 
transportation,  materials,  repairs,  &c. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  comparative  statement  that  the  receipts 
from  transportation  have  greatly  increased  over  the  previous  year 
in  some  cases  more  than  100  per  cent.  The  statement  of  the  agent 
of  transportation,  also  submitted,  will  shp\v  the  number  of  tons, and 
the  various  articles  taken  over  the  road  during  the  past  year.  It 
may  be  said  that  the'amnunt  of  business  and  increased  receipts  have 
gone  beyond  our  anticipations. 

Large  as  the  receipts  have  been,  thev  would  havebprn  greatly  in- 
creased if  the  connecting  link  between  Weldon  and  Gaston  had 
been  completed  in  time  to  have  allowed  nsthe  benefit  of  the  spring 
trade,  and  if  also,  our  means  of  transportation  had  been  sufficient 
to  have  met  the  demands  made  on  us. 

Since  your  last  annual  meeting  a  locomotive  engine,  and  tender 
was  purchased  of  Mr.  James  B.'anchard,  formerly  superintendent  of 
our  shop,  and  another  contracted  for,  with  the  New  Castle  Manu- 
factory Company,  which  was  fo  have  been  delivered  diving  the 
past  year.  Within  a  few  days  back  it  has  arrived  and  will  be  t-ested 
by  our  superintendent  of  shops.  The  anticipated  business  of  the 
company  will  require  the  purchase  of  one  or  more  engines. 

The  report  of  the  superintended  of  shops  will  shew  the  number 
of  engines,  passenger  and  freight  cars,  and  the  condition  of  the 
same.  The  expenditures  for  repairs  have  been  great,  in  consequence 
of  the  almost  daily  use  of  the  same  engine  and  cars,  and  from  the 
want  of  more  efficient  engines  to  supply  the  place  of  those  which 
require  almost  constant  repairs. 

There  has  been  erected  since  your  last  meeting,  in  the  vicinity 
of  our  workshops,  a  large  Car  Manufactory,  on  private  account. — 
From  this  establishment  there  have  bten  purchased  twelve  house 
cars,  and  twenty  platform  cars  contracted  for,  all  of  which  will  bo 
delivered  in  time  for  the  Spring  business.  These  cars  have  been 
purchased  on  as  favourable  terms,  it  is  believed,  as  could  be  procu- 
red from  any  other  establishment,  and  the  proximity  of  the  Facto- 
ry willenable  us  to  procure,  at  all  times,  cars,  as  She  wants  of  the 


company  may  require.  The  frame  Warehouse  which  was  in  pro- 
cess of  construction  at  your  last  meeting  has  Leon  completed,  and 
a  shelter  erected  on  the  wharf  to  protect  from  inclement  weather 
such  goods  as  may  he  landed  from  vessels.  Extensive  as  our  im- 
provements have  been  at  the  depot,  they  are  not  sufficient  to  acco- 
modate the  business  of  the  company.  It  was  therefore  deemed  ad- 
visable not  to  rent  out  the  Warehouse  at  the  er.d  of  High  street,  but 
to  fit  it  up  for  our  own  use.  Repairs  are  being  made  and  the  house 
will  soon  be  in  a  condition  to  be  used.  Temporary  repairs  have 
been  made  to  the  wharf  adjoining  this  depot,  for  the  landino-  of 
such  articles  as  may  be  received  there.  If  an  arrangement  could 
be  made  for  the  use  of  the  dock  at  High  street,and  the  erection  of 
a  more  suitable  wharf,  it  would  greatly  facilitate  our  business  ope- 
rations. 

Your  attention  is  also  invited  to  the  importance  of  the  erection 
*>f  a  suitable  building  for  the  protection  of  your  cars  and  engines. 
The  present  houses  used  for  this  purpose  are  of  a  very  combusti- 
ble nature,  and  illy  adapted  for  the  purposes  intended.  It  is  sug- 
gested that  suitable  buildings  be  erected  as  soon  as  the  rescurces 
of  the  company  will  admit. 

The  road  from  Portsmouth  to  Weldon  is  in  good  condition,  and 
ihe  bridges  in  good  order.  To  this  matter  the  superintendent  of 
,road  repairs  is  required  to  devote  his  time.  To  each  division  he  is 
allowed  an  overseer  with  a  sufficient  number  of  hands  to  keep  his 
section  in  order,  and  in  addition  to  this,  at  certain  seasons  when  a 
gravel  train  can  be  advantageously  employed,  it  is  placed  on  the 
road  with  additional  hands  for  making  embankments  and  cleaning 
out  the  cuts.  During  the  present  year  a  large  amount  of  iron  will 
be  required  for  the  Central  road  of  North  Carolina,  and  Roanoke 
valley  road.  Arrangements  have  been  made  to  transport  this  iron 
over  your  road.  A  portion  of  the  iron  for  the  Valley  road  has  al- 
ready arrived  and  the  remainder  is  expected  during  the  spring  and 
summer. 

The  councils  of  Norfolk,  in  order  to  carry  into  effect  the  agree- 
ment entered  into  with  the  company,  for  the  transportation  of 
freight  across  the  river,  have  nearly  completed  their  wharves  for 
the  landing  and  receiving  of  produce  and  goods.  Every  facility 
consistent  with  the  agreement  ent»red  into  will  be  extended  by 
the  directory  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the  councils. 
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It  is  due  to  the  subordinate  officers  connected  with  the  road,  to 
state  that  the  duty  of  eacii  one  has  been  performed  with  great  fidel- 
ity. Their  time  and  attention  have  been  devoted  to  your  interest 
and  it  would  be  unjust  to  withhold  from  them  this  testimonial  ol 
our  approbation.  A  careful  examination  of  the  business  operations 
of  the  road  cannot  fail  to  satisfy  every  stockholder  that  the  prospects 
for  the  future  are  bright  and  cheering. 

To  the  policy  pursued  by  the  company  in  permitting  through 
tickets  to  be  ysed  by  passengers,  by  requiring  the  same  price  to  be 
charo-ed  on  through  tickets  as  are  charged  by  the  upper  route  by 
demanding  a  revenue  rate  for  transportation,  and  discountenancing 
evarj"  fneans  calculated  to  produce  a  ruinous  competition  by  rival 
routes,  may,  in  a  great  measure,  be  attributed  to  the  success  of  the 
road.  If  this  course  is  continued,  the  stockholders  may  safely  cal- 
culate that  so  soon  as  the  road  shall  be  supplied  wilh  sufficient  cars, 
motive  power,  and  the  necessary  buildings  for  protecting  the  same, 
the  revenue  will  be  sufficient  to  meet  all  liabilities,  and  remunerate 
them  on  the  investment  they  have  made.
